elevator system will now be discussed 
by the local associations, who must 
agree to all the terms proposed, i: 
cluding that stock in Manitoba Pool 


Elevators Limited must be held by the 
government and the local associations 

Mr. Bracken declared it was the de- 
sire of his government for the farmers 
to continue operation of their elevator 
system, rather than to operate it as a 
government line, lease or sell to private 
individuals 

“This government will do nothing 
to hamper or discourage the develop- 
ment of co-operative grain marketing 
he sald “The governments of AS~ 
katchewan and Alberta, along with 
Manitoba, will not stand passively 
aside and see the farmers’ grain mar- 
keting organization disappear from 
Western Canada The spirit of co- 
operation is not dead and will not dic 

Mr. Bracken then outlined his pro- 
posals for continuation of the co- 
operative system as follows

The Liberal amendment to the bill 
creating the new tariff board was rejected 
by 2 large majority in the House of Com- 
mons. That as a matter of course. The 
vote represented the solidarity of the Gov- 
ernment majority rather than susceptibil- 
ity to reason 
It is proposed to appoint the commis- 
sioners for ten years. Long before that 
time the voters may have turned out the 


present Government and demanded a radi- 
cal change a complete reversal of the 
tariff polic\ Establishing a long term 
commission looks like an attempt to rivet 
the present policy on the country regard- 
less of the will of the public. 


That of course cannot be done. A new 
government could find a way to get rid 
of the obstructing officials, and would be 
bound by its duty to the public to do so. 
The majority cannot be thwarted by a 
group of offic sede drawing salary 
from the public treasury. A tariff com- 
mission should go ‘out of office with the 
Government that creates it and the policy 


it is appointed to make effective. 


WHAT ABOUT THE POOLS? 


An official statement as to the exact 
position of the wheat pools would be very 


much in order at the present juncture 


That much is owing to the taxpayers of 
the three prairie provinces, who are in the 
course of accepting direct liability for pool 


losses estimated at from $20,000,000 to 
$25,000,000. It is due also to pool mem- 
bers, who have invested millions in these 
enterprises and are naturally concerned 
as whether this investment is to be 
wiped out or affected by any change in 
Status and management. 


The report that the pools are to go in- 
to “voluntary” liquidation apparently ori- 
ginated in Ottawa, and has been widely ac- 


cepted as having a basis in fact. Nothing 
has been said in any authoritative quarter 
that would dispel the supposition. On 


the contrary, statements emanating from 
those who might be supposed to know re- 
veal a good deal of “hedging” on the sub- 
ject, the effect of which is to confirm the 
report. It is desirable in every way that 
the situation be cleared up and al! parties 


concerned told definitely where ioe are 
ei | ty

MORE GUARANTEES WANTED? 


The provinces which guaranteed the 
losses of the wheat pools are not crowding 
the pools into bankruptey. That much as 


least is clear from the statements of the 
premiers. And since the provinces have 
arranged to pay the losses, the banks’ 


claims are satisfied and they would have 
no reason to force the winding up of the 
enterprises, even if they could find legal 
ground upon which to base such action 

If the pools have gone, are going, or 
are to go, into liquidation, that will appar- 
ently be because they find they cannot 
carry on; not because they have lost money 
which they cannot pay, and which they 
are not being pressed to pay. The pre- 
sumption would be that the banks are not 
willing to advance them money with which 
to handle the crop of the present vear, 
looking backward at the pools’ record and 
ahead at the possibilities for again miscal- 
culating the wheat market. That is the 
explanation suggested in press despatches 
sent out from Ottawa, where the attitude 
of the banks is likely to be known 
This makes it peculiarly urgent that 
public should know without delay 
whether the are facing that situa- 
tion, and if so what the provincial govern- 
ments intend to do about it. Do they pro-

Not exactly that. The drought, to- 


with the unemployment that pre- 
ceded the drought, have created the “cala- 
mity’.

But if western 
farms this year produced the best crops in 
their history that would not restore em- 
ployment to the normal, nor even avert a 
more serious shortage of work next win- 
ter than has vet occurred. 

It is idle to attempt to place the blame 
for western unemployment on the crop 
conditions. That was not where Mr. Ben- 
nett placed it a year ago, when crop pros- 
pects were good and when unemployment 
was not half as prevalent or as menacing 
as it is today. The mechanization of 
western farms has destroyed the hope 
that harvest time will produce a large de- 
mand for hired hands. And with prices 
at their present level, a “bumper” harvest 
could not restore employment conditions 
in the business centres to anything ap- 
proximating the normal. 

It is reassuring to know that as a re- 
sult of Senator Robertson’s tour the Gov- 
ernment now understands that there is a 
grave situation in the west to be dealt 
with. But no relief policy will meet the 
ease if it is based on the assumption that 
this situation has arisen because of the 
crop failure. Relief measures will be nec- 
essary to protect the farm families in the 
drought area. But relief will also be re- 
quired for thousands of men in the west- 
ern cities who were without work before 
the crop failure became apparent, and who

Claim Relief M Money Now 
Paid Not Enough to 


Maintain Families 


On Saturday morning a delegation 


| of wives of the unemployed ex-service 


men took the matter of endeavoring 
to secure more assistance for their fa- 
milies into theor own hands, and made 
their way to the parliament buildings 
for the purpose of interviewing the 
Premier or acting Premier and peti-

The women state that they and
